Too  Many  61a  Mills. 

At  the  Teni|»e ranee  meeting  held  iu  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  on  Sunday 
afternoon  Mr.  H.  Biddulph  made  a  state 
merit  which  calls  for  immediate  atten¬ 
tion.  The  number  of  saloons  in  Bloom¬ 
field  was  set  down  at  thirty-three,  which 
for  convenience  he  called  thirty.  Their 
average  receipts  he  figured  at  what  we 
should  call  the  low  figure  of  $12  per  day. 
This  would  make  $360  a  week — excluding 
8undays — and  would  rise  to  $112,630  a 
year. 

The  call  is  thus  directly  made  upon  a 
Township  Committee  to  investigate  both 
the  fact  and  its  remedy.  We  have  men 
in  office  who  have  been  chosen  by  the 
combined  efforts  of  good  citizens  ;  and  xve 
have  the  right  to  expect  that  they  will 
deserve  well  of  their  constituency.  * 

Some  time  ago  we  pointed  out  (and  it 
wras  previous  to  any  temperance  agitation 
whatever)  that  many  saloons  in  Bloom¬ 
field  were  selling  without  license.  We 
now  reassert  that  every  such  unlicensed 
place  ought  tx>  be  at  once  wiped  out. 

More  that  this  :  we  ought  also  to  look 
to  the  Township  Committee  for  the  strict 
enforcement  of  the  law’s  against  the  re¬ 
newal  of  license  to  any  saloons  which  have 
disregarded  the  lawr  in  the  past  or  which 
are  dangerous  to  the  community  in  an 
acute  and  immediate  sense.  None  of  them 
are  harmless,  but  some  are  worse  than 
others. 

We  do  not  propose  to  dictate  to  our 
Township  Committee.  They  are  good 
v  fr.j.  men  and  know  their  business,  and  how 
1  '  to  remonstrate  with  the  Court.  But  it 

would  be  advisable  for  them  first  of  all 
to  ascertain  the  illegal  places  and  to 
cloRe  these  up,  and  then  to  resolutely  set 
about  shutting  off  the  rest.  While  the 
law  is  as  it  is  there  are  rights  which  no 
citizen  dares  to  disregard  however  much 
he  may  dislike  to  admit  the  legality  of 
the  traffic.  But  nothing  prevents  the 
sharp  and  close  application  of  the  laws 
whicn  we  already  possess.

In  view  of  the  approaching  District 
Convention  ([Newark,  April  9th),  and 
State  Convention  (Trenton,  April  17th), 
the  following  extracts  from  the  Trenton 
State  Gazette  would  seem  to  be  timely 
and  appropriate.
